The "Los Angeles Times" newspaper, February 14, 

1962 , contains an item entitled "Prosecution of Reds urged 
by Evangelist." This item Is set forth verbatim as follows: 

"The Rev. Billy James Hargis, Oklahoma radio 
evangelist and leader of the Christian Crusade, an 
antl-Coramunist movement, demanded Tuesday that Atty. 

Gen. Kennedy enforce the Supreme Court ruling requir¬ 
ing registration of Communist Party members. 

"'I am greatly concerned over the fact that the 
attorney general has not enforced the law of the land 
regarding individual Communists , 1 Hargis said in a 
press conference at the Blltmore. 

"He said he is asking leaders of various right- 
wing organizations to promote 'a massive letter-writing 
campaign 1 aimed at pressuring Kennedy to act. 

"Communist Party leaders defied the government's 
request that members register by last Dec. 20 or face 
prosecution. 

"Hargis, here for a two-week speaking tour of the 
Southland, heads what he called the nation's largest anti¬ 
communist organization. He said the Christian Crusade, 
headquartered in Tulsa, receives contributions from about 
500,000 followers. 

"The first meeting of a nationwide League of Right- 
Wing Organizations will be held March 20 in Washington 
to co-ordinate support of ’conservative* legislation, 
Hargis told newsmen. 


"He said Rep. John Rousselot (R-25th DIst.), a 
member of the John Birch Society, Is helping form the 
league, which he described as a loose-knit coalition of 
perhaps 1,700 different anti-Communist groups."

"There was a meeting of conservatives led by Billy 
Hargis on 3/21/62 at the Washington Hotel, Washington, D.C. 

The meeting lasted from about 7i30pm until 12i20am. The room 
was set up with about 10 tables, with 8 or 10 people at each 
table. There were about 100 people there. 

"Prior to the meeting the American Nazi Party passed 
out literature unfavorable to HARGIS. The literature indicated 
that HARGIS raises money for himself and uses religion as a 
shield. 


"Almost every one present represented some conservative 

group. 

"Everyone present was white. 

"About 10$ of those present appeared to be young 
dedicated men who were able to do a job when they were given 
something to do. They appeared to be men who didn't go for 
too much verbiage. 

"There was one Texan present who repeatedly said 
•that's right' in a loud voice, much like the audience response 
at an old-fashioned camp, meeting. The others at the meeting 
turned around to look at this man when he responded with 'that's 
right' . 


"The only reference to the FBI came near the close 
of the meeting, when Hargis said that his friend. Matt Cvetic, 
who formerly worked with the FBI, and who had been on the stage 
with Hargis in Los Angeles recently, had told Hargis that the 
FBI was doing a wonderful job and knew the identities of 99.9 
per cent of all the communists in the U.S. Hargis then asked 
why the communists who are known have not been arrested, since 
the Internal Security Act (ISA) of 1950 is now the law of the 
land. He said that Attorney General KENNEDY, forwhco the FBI 
works, has said it is difficult to prosecute the communists 
under this act. Hargis recommended that a letter campaign to 
the Attorney General advocating action against these communists 
under the ISA be organized.

The next 
meeting was tentatively set to be held in Washington, ^.C., 
but no date was set. 


"It was announced that the speakers at the meeting 
were to select a steering committee to organize future meetings. 

"At the end of the meeting Rev. Hargis spoke about 
Richard Nixon and Mr. Nixon*s standing on the John Birch Society. 
He said that Mr. Nixon would be defeated in CaLifomia.

The document was "discovered", quite accidentally, by some workers in the Downey, 
California, plant of North American Aviation. Requesting copies of the contract, 
they were freely distributed. One of the employees, an electronics research spe¬ 
cialist, was so alarmed and incensed that he took the contract to his pastor. He 
attempted to publicize its contents, but found a wall of silence from the press. 
Copies were sent to several United States Senators and Congressmen. Still no re¬ 
percussions. 

Then he brought it, personally, to Dr. Billy James Hargis, founder and director of 
Christian Crusade, the nationally-known anti-communist organization, who immediately 
broadcast its implications over a nationwide radio network, and reproduced the en¬ 
tire document for the education of members of his Crusade. Thus, it was brought to 
my attention, and after reading it thoroughly, my responsibility was obvious : to 
bring it to the attention of our industry, and ask for your action.
